Addition to quarantine regulations — Consular bills of health.

To officers of the Treasury Department, 

consular officers, and others concerned : 
Beferring to Department circular dated April 26, 1894, United States 
Quarantine Laws and Eegulations, and to Article I, paragraph 2, regu- 
lations to be observed at foreign ports, the following addition is hereby 
made to the consular bill of health (Form 1931 a), to be furnished vessels 
bound for the United States, viz : 

"Number of cases of sickness and character of same while vessel was 

in this port, ."

Smallpox at Mobile, Ala. 

Mobile, Ala., April 9, 1898.

There are no new cases reported from Hurricane Bayou.
